ATHLETIC  DEPARTMENT  -  REDEVELOPMENT  PLAN 


The  Athletic  Department  is  undergoing  a  redevelopment  program  to  upgrade  the 
existing  facilities.  The  two  MASSAGE  rooms  will  be  demolished  -  the  Committee 
feels  only  one  is  necessary.  This  will  be  relocated  with  full  Massage  Room  facilities 
and  complete  privacy  in  the  corridor  space  adjacent  to  the  Handball  Court.  The 
vacant  space  created  by  the  removal  of  the  two  Massage  Rooms  will  be  used  to 
extend  the  GYMNASIUM  further,  this  allowing  for  more  equipment  to  be  available 
for  use  by  members. 

The  Committee  has  decided  against  personal  permanent  lockers,  opting  instead  for 
providing  more  space  for  the  Gymnasium.  The  removal  of  a  number  of  LOCKERS 
will  further  enhance  the  open  space  of  the  Gymnasium. 
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The  installation  of  FLOOR  TO  CEILING  HANGING  for  clothes,  the  introduction  of 
CLOAK  SEATS,  the  building  of  OPEN  SHELVING  under  the  remaining  lockers, 
where  members’  bags  can  be  placed,  and  the  building  of  OPEN  SHELVING  next  to 
the  remaining  lockers,  where  members  will  be  able  to  permanently  store  wet  packs 
and  any  other  items,  will  compensate  for  the  loss  of  lockers.  The  procedure  in 
future  when  a  member  requires  the  use  of  a  locker  whilst  using  the  facilities  of  the 
Athletic  Department  will  be  to  present  their  membership  card  to  the  Duty  Attendant 
who  will  provide  a  locker  and  key  for  the  members  during  that  visit,  that  key  of 
course  to  be  returned  when  the  member  leaves  the  Athletic  Department.  A  plan 
covering  these  changes  is  on  display  in  the  Athletic  Department  for  your  perusal.
